Warren said the assessors did a 
property reevaluation every five 
years and put aside $4,000 each 
Year to cover the cast. He said last 
year was a revaluation year and the 
next one would be 202: 

Finance committee chair, Claire 
Adomaitis, said there was $89,000 
fon the books for revaluation, She 
asked if this money was left over 


from previous years. The assessors 
did not know if it was the case. 
Ifso, she said it should be rolled 
back into free cash, Cranium said 
they would bring the matter up at 
the next meeting. The assessors 
requested a computer replacement,

remotely. She said her total sal 
ary of $49,155, which includ. 
ed $5,000 from the state formula 
‘grant the COA received yearly. It 
did not include a Cost of Living 
Assessment. Adomaitis said the 
finance committee would “add a 
COLA depending on how the total 
numbers come in.” The finance 
committee asked Clarkson how her 
salary compared to other towns and 
she said it was “lower.” Clarkson 


said she was the only employee 
and covered two towns, Barre and 
Hardwick, located at the Barre 
Senior Center. 

Clarkson said the state formula 
‘arant was based on the number of 
people aver 60 years of age and 
awarded $12 per elder. Current! 
the formula used the 2010 cen- 
sus figure of 1,000 over age 60 
for Barre, but the number would 
change this year when the 2020 











census numbers are released. Barre 
currently received about $12,000. 
The chair asked Clarkson 
what the remainder of the grant 
was used for. Clarkson said it was 
used for programming, instruc 
tors, classes, events, etc. Adomaitis 
said she would like an itemized 
list. Clarkson said she was work-

Both Lind and Tucker have 
responded to Kiley’s reply but had 
not received a response as of the 
April 26 meeting. Lind said he 
requested a tri-board meeting of 
the selectmen, Finance Committee 
and Schoo! Committee. 

Lind said on Feb. 23, the School 
Committee approved a preliminary 
fiscal 2022 budget in the amount of

Hunters are encouraged to buy hunting licenses 
and permits online MassWildlife offices are currently 
closed, but hunters can purchase licenses and permits 
online through MassFishHunt or through any license 
vendor, Minors under 18 years old can also purchase 
licenses online, click here for details, 

Regulation requires that all hunters place an official 
green safety sticker on their firearm positioned so it's 
visible when sighting down the barrel 

‘Mass Wildlife urges all hunters to use MassFishHunt 
to report harvested birds online. If they need to report 
their harvest in person, view a map of check stations 
‘open this spring 

‘Mass Wildlife offers the following tips. 

Follow state guidance related to COVID-19, social 
distancing, and travel. 

Always follow the 10 basic rules of firearm safety 

Be completely sure of your target and what is 
beyond it before you shoot. Always practice firearm 
safety. 

Don't stalk turkey sounds; it could be another hunt- 
er. Sit or stand and call the birds to you. 

Do not wear red, white, blue, oF black; these colors 
are associated with male turkeys, 

Protect your back. Set up against a large tree or rock 
and make sure your view isn't obstructed. Don’t hide in 
‘place with an obstructed view 

Do not place decoys too close to where you set up. 
Never carry an exposed decoy or tail fan while hunt- 
ing; put them in a bag when carrying them in or out of 
hunting locations 

Consider wearing hunter orange when entering or 
Jeaving your bunting area,

Can I claim my Social 
Security now, then switch 


to spouse benefits?

Dear Rusty: I am 62 and have been a homemak- 
er for much of my adult life. I have a small Social 
Security account from working years ago. My bus- 
band is older, has been the major wage earner and. 
will have a good amount in Social Security when he 
claims, I have been told that I should claim my Social 
Security now. It’s a small amount, about $475 per 
‘month if Telaim it now, and $550 after I'm age 66, so 
it’s not a life changing difference. But if I claim mine 
now, when my husband reaches his full retirement 
aage can I switch to claiming spousal benefits on his, 

‘count? I understand I would no longer get mine, but 
I'm pretty sure my benefit from him will be a much 
larger amount. Signed: Inquiring Homemaker 

Dear Inquiring Homemaker: The simple answer 
to your question is: yes, if you claim your awn small 
benefit now you can later switch to a higher spouse 
benefit from your husband when he claims his Social 
Security. But there are always consequences for 
claiming Social Security benefits early. The maximum 
spousal benefit you can get from your husband is 50% 
of the benefit amount he is entitied to at his own full 
retirement age. But you only get that full SO% if you 
delay claiming your own Social Security until you 
reach your own FRA. 

‘That doesn’t mean you can’t claim your own 
reduced benelit early, but it means that when you later 
get your spousal benefit, it will be less than 50% of 
{your husband's FRA benefit amount. And here's why: 
Your spouse benefit, when you receive it, will consist 
of your own earned benefit plus a spousal boost to 
bring you to your spousal entitlement. Your spousal 
boost will he the difference between your FRA benefit 
amount (regardless of when you ciaim) and half of 
your husband’s FRA benefit amount, and it will be 
reduced if you haven't yet reached your FRA when 
your husband claims. That reduced spousal boost 
will be added to your own actual benefit (reduced if 
you claim at 62), which will yield a spouse benefit 
less than 50% of your husband's FRA benefit. Said 
another way, when your husband claims at his FRA, 
you'll get a reduced spousal boost added to your awn 
already reduced age 62 Social Security retirement 
benefit. I can’t put this into dollar terms for you with- 
cout knowing your husband's FRA benefit amount. 

FYI, if your age 62 benefit amount is $475 then 
your personal benefit amount at your FRA should be 
bout $670. Essentially, the longer you wait to claim 
your own Social Security, the more your spousal ben- 
efit will be because the spousal boast will he added 
to the benefit you're already receiving. Your spousal 
benetit reaches maximum (which is 50% of your hus- 
band’s FRA amount) at your FRA but remember that 
your husband must be collecting his Social Security 
for you to claim a spouse benefit. 

So, here's the bottom line: you can claim your own 
Social Security at age 62, but the benefit amount you 
get will be reduced by 29%. If your husband claims 
at his FRA, you will get a spousal boost at that time, 
but the amount of the spousal boost will be reduced 
because you will not have reached your FRA at that 
time. The only way you will get the full $0% of your 
husband's FRA benefit amount is by waiting until 
your own FRA to claim Social Security. However, 
Since your spousal benefit will be the highest amount 
available to you, waiting and claiming yours at the 
same time your husband claims his, would also be a 
prudent strategy to lessen the “penalty” for claiming 
‘your benefits early 

‘One final caution: Any time Social Security bene- 
fits are claimed early (before FRA) there is an “earn- 
ings test” which limits how much can be earned from 
‘working before Social Security takes back some ben- 
efits. Please keep this in mind if you should decide to 
go back to work at any time before you reach your full 
retirement age,

ing with the Hardwick COA on hiring an outreach 
worker and Hardwick would use its formula grant to 
cover the cost 

Clarkson said the senior center was open and 
today attendees played Bingo, had coffee with an 
officer from the Barre Police Department and played 
cards. Meals still were not being served at this time. 
Clarkson said the senior center building was going 
on 17 years old and would be needing a new root 
‘The roof had two leaks and some of the vapor barrier 
had to be replaced due to water damage. Clarkson 
would be submitting an article for town meeting for 
the roof replacement. 

Library 

Carol Witt, Woods Memorial Library director, also 
participated remotely. She presented a regular plan 
and what she called “Plan B” to the finance commit- 
tee. She said the regular plan was a level funded bud- 
get as requested. The only increase was step increases 
for staff. but did not include a COLA. Witt said her 
salary increased mid-year in FY21 so FY22 included 
a full year of the new salary. She said the library must 
‘maintain the state materials expenditure guideline to 
receive state aid and maintain its certification. The 
materials expenditure, which includes books, videos 
and public technology, must be 19% of the operating 
budget. She said other line items remained the same. 

Witt said “Plan B” would increase hours for two 
assistants from about 10 hours to 15 hours each 
week. The extra hours would maintain the required 
two staff members on each floor, a safety issue. It 
would increase the badget by about $4,475, She said 
the library certainly needed more hours than that, but 
it would be “a step in the right direction.” The other 
increase in the plan would be to increase both the 
library supplies and office supplies line items from 
$400 each fo $1,000 each, She said the $400 did not 
cover the supplies. Witt Said the library would be 
opening either the end of May or early June. Witt 
said, “We look forward to have everyone back.”
